Utilized ae Nourishing Food. 
One o f the food e x e r t s o f the United 
States departm ent of agriculture says 
that alm ost any m eat bones can be 
used in poupmoking and if the meat is 
not all removed from them the soup is 
better. But som e bones, especially the 
rib bones, if they have a little m eat left 
on them, can be grilled or roasted into 
very palatable dishes. 
The “sparerib” o f southern cooks i9 
m ade of the rib bones from a roast o f j 
pork and m akes a favorite dish when ! 
w ell browned. The braised ribs of beef 
often serv a l in high class restaurants j 
ore m ade from the bones cut from rib 
roasts. 
I i i this connection it may lie 
noted that many of the dishes (Popular J 
In good hotels are m ade of portions of i 
m eat such as are frequently thrown 
aw ay in private bouses, hut 
which 
with 
proper cooking and 
seasoning 


m ake attractive dishes and give 
acceptable variety to the menu. 
An old recipe for “broiled bones" di 
recta that the bones (beef ribs or sir* 
loin bones on which the m eat is no! 
left too thick in any parti be sprinkled 
with salt and pepper icayennei and 
broiled over a clear fire until browned. 
Another exam ple of the use o f bone* 
Is boiled marrowbone. 
The bones are 
cut in convenient lengths, the ends cov­ 
ered with a little piece o f dough over 
which a floured cloth is tied and cooked 
In bolling water for tw o hours. After 
rem oving the cloth 
and dough tfee 
bones are placed upright on toast aul 
served. P re|>areef as above, the bones 
may also lie baked In a deep dbh, 
Marrow is som etim es removed from 
bones after cooking and seasoned ana 
served on toast.—Pittsburgh Press

The Campaign Closes 
If favorable weather conditions prevail, th*' indications 
an* that Ohio will $k>11 the largest vote iii the history of the 
state tomorrow. 
The record vote, so fa r as the number of votes east is con­ 
cerned, was east six years ago, when one million one hundred 
and twenty-three thousand on** hundred and ninety-eight elect* 
ors of Ohio exercised the constitutional right of franchise and 
deposited their ballots at the various voting precincts through­ 
out the state. 
This year it is quite probable that the record of six years 
ago will be surpassed by at least one hundred thousand and 
that too, notwithstanding tin* fact that th** statistics show that 
in the “ off’* years—those years when no president is to be 
elected—is almost invariably from one hundred thousand to 
two hundred thousand short as compared with thos** years in 
which the people are called nj hoi to elect a president. 
In casting a record making big vote this year, therefore, 
Ohio would establish a new precedent in addition to setting 
a new high mark for number of votes east. 
Then* art* a number of conditions which conspire this year 
to make th** vote a heavy on**. 
First there is the “ wet and d ry ” issue always a potent 
factor in arousing the interest and compelling th** activity of 
the voters. 
The shifting of voters from the Progressive party, horn 
two years ago, to the older parties, which has been apparent to 
•every observer, has exercised a decided influence in creating 
the impression that the contest on th** governorship and the 
stat** tickets would he much less one-sided than 
it was two 
two years ago when th** new party exhibited such phenomenal 
strength. This impression has had the effect of making rival 
candidates and rival political managers work harder—the cam­ 
paign has been more spirited and aggressive—-than it was even 
in the days before there was a formidable third party. 
On** of the old parties has been encouraged to unprecedent­ 
ed activity by returning hopes of success and the other has 
been spurred on by fear of loss of prestige. 
Th** campaign which draws to a close this night, has been 
one of the most bitter and, in many respects, most unpleasant 
that has been fought in Ohio in years, and every intelligent 
law-abiding voter, arid certainly th** candidates 
themselves, 
are heartily glad that it is drawing to a clos**. 
It is scarcely necessary to assert, after a campaign like th** 
present, that every voter should east his vote on every on** of 
the propositions submitted. 
It is to be* hoped, sincerely, that not for a long, long time 
will Ohio people be compelled to pass through tin* ordeals of 
another such a hitter campaign. 
The i>eopIe, while interested as they should be, are not 
nearly so wrought up as are the political managers and to­ 
morrow in p e a c e and quiet in the calm that follows the storm, 
they' will go to the polls and record the verdict which will of­ 
ficer the old shit) of stat**, provide it with compass and chart 
and provision it for another two yTears’ cruise in the quiet bai 
bor of every-dav life.

Vote Against The Classification Amendment 
One of the most important matters that will come up for 
settlement at the hands of the electorate tomorrow is the pro­ 
posed amendment to the constitution, entitled, “ Limitation of 
the Tax Rate and for the Classification of Property for Pur­ 
poses of Taxation.” 
It is an amendment that should Ik* voted down, for the 
reason that its instigators are making us** of the justly popu­ 
lar 10-mill tax limitation to pull through a scheme for the 
classification of personal and intangible property and its tax­ 
ation at lower valuations than real property. 
Th is amendment is classed by some well-informed men as 
the entering wedge to the establishment of the single tax idea, 
under which only real estate would be taxed. 
Such a thing 
would mean a great hardship on the owners of farming lands 
and unimproved city property, to say nothing of the increased 
burdens that would fail on the home owner. It necessarily fol­ 
lows that the single tax idea, or even the classification of per­ 
sonal property at lower rates of taxation than real estate, will
